'The Priſoner cant ſay but he hath had a 
very fair Tryal, and has no Reaſon to complain, for all the reſt of it ſhall be alike: 
e and you may very well remember, that Perſons of the ſame Quality in for- 
mer times, haye not had that fair Dealing ; and chough all things are very well 
2. | | now, 
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now,- yet Time, was when it was not fo : When Innocency was not .a Safety for a 
Man ; when. not his Life, much leſs his Laws and Liberties were ſecure to him: 
Time was, when the Proteſtant Religion, and the Church of England (of which 
the Priſoner at the Bar, Sir Fobn Friend, ſays, he is and boaſts himſelf to be, and 
with very good Reaſon the belt) Time was, I fay, When that Religion. was in 
Danger, and when that Popery (for which he reflets on the Witneſſes now) 
was like to Over-run us. And had not his'Majeſty, with the Hazard of his Life, 
and great Expence Reſcued us, no body doubts, bur that all in a very few Years, 
would have been made good upon us now. And it is a very melancholy Thin 
to conſider, That there ſhould be a fort of People among us now, ſo in love with 
Popery and Slavery, as to have a Mind to bring it abont again * And it is a very 
ungrateful Thing, that when his Majeſty with danger of his Life then, and ſeve. 
ral times ſince, hath endeavoured to defend us, there ſhould be a Party of Men' a- 
mong us, who ſhould endeavour to invade his Country, and fall on his'Subjedtsin his 
Abſence, in order to Subvert his Government. I will not accuſe particularly the 
Priſoner at the Bar, to have had a Hand in the Aſſaſſination : But* very | 
plain it is he knew of it.

The Firſt Evidence given in againſt him was by Mr. Peter ; and he pives in 
Evidence that at the King's Head in Leaden- hall-reet, there was a meeting of 
ſeveral Perſons, among which the Priſoner at the Bar was one, and that, in order 
to confider of the beſt means for the bringing back of the late K. Fames,, They 
| concluded at laſt the beſt means would: be to ſend ſome body over to Frazce to 
Invite K. Fames hither, and to intreat him to. prevail with the French King to 
{end over with him 1000 Horſe, a woo Dragoons, and 8000 Foot, and that he 
ſhould make what haſt he could to Land with them here ; and to Incourage ſo to 
do, they promiſed their Afﬀiſtance, and that they did not doubt to meet him with 
2000 Horle. The perſon pitched on for this Errand, was one Charneck, lately ex- 
ecuted for High Treaſon. But upon this propoſition Charnock was very diffident, 
whether this was the effe& of a ſober conſideration or not, and therefore would 
not undertake it till he had ſatisfaction that they ſtill continued of the ſame mind : : 
And therefore another Meeting was propoſed and agreed upon of the ſame per- 
fons, and that was to be at Mrs. Montjoy's Tavern : 'There they all met again, and 
the Queſtion being put, Whether they were of the ſame Opinion or not ; they 
did declare themſelves all to be of the fame Opinion, thae Mr. Charnock ſhould g0 
to France on the Meilage agreed on at the Kings Head,and make as ſudden a Return 
back as he could to give them an Anſwer. Captain Porter tells you, that Charneck 
brought word that the French King could' not then ſpare them thar Fotce that 
they deſired. Hereupon it was put off, -and their deſign was deferred till laſt Wit- 
ter; and then it was likely to take place very lately. To 

The next is Cap. Blair,and he tells you 2 years ago Sr. Fobn Friend ſhewed him a 
Commiſſion that he had received from the late K. Fames to raiſe a Regiment of 
Horſe,of which he himſelf was to be Colonel.He tells you, it was Signed by K. Famts 
at the top, and Counterſigned by XMefferd at the bottom ; and that he hada great 
many conſultations with him, and conſiderations about raifing this Regiment ; and 
that he was to be Lieutenant Colonel , and was to provide as many Officers as. 
he could, and that he did provide ſeveral Officers, particularly Captain Fiſher, 
Captain Vervatti, one Cole , one Bertram ; and he was to be. a Lieutenant in one 
of the Troops. A great deal of the Evidence he gives againſt Sr. Fohn Friend 
was out of his Own mouth, and that is as ſtrong an Evidence certainly as can be 
given. He doth for that purpoſe tell you that One Evans was to be one of the 
Captains of his 'Troop ; that Colonel ScJater a man grown ſomewhat in Favour 
with Sr. . Fohn Friend Rivald this Blair, that Sr. Fobn Friend. told him he would 
have Two Lieutenant Colonels, and this perſon ſhould be one, and that he took 
very Ill, and did Refent it to Sr. Fobn Friend, and therefore he told him he would 
make him a Captain of a Troop of Horſe that ſhould confilt of Non-ſwearing Par- 
ſons. He tells you likewiſe there were liſted ſeveral Men ; but the FINE 
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Perſons he could not remember : But they were in the Papers he had piven in to 
the Council. Sir John Friend told him 'Mr. Kichard/on was to bs another of his- 
Captains of Horſe, and one Mr. Cole, anatIer Captain; and to bring in- ſeveral 
«Men. - He tells yau he receiv'd from Sir 50bn Friend ſoine Summs of Money, and that 
cir John Friend having laid down 100 {. about the Elcaje of Purker out of the 
Tower (for which was laid down 300 /.) Sir Fohn Friend was to bs reimbursd 
this 1001. from St. Germans; 'and that one Mr. Piggore had reciv?d it for Sir Jobn 
Friend, but refus'd to pay it to him; and that Sir john Friend was contented he 
ſhould bave 200. out of that 100/7. provided he could get ir of Mr. Piggoit * But Capt: 
Blair not having ſo much Intereſt himſelf as to get the Money of Mr. Piggort, applies 
himſelf to one Mr. Harriſon, alias Fohnſor, by which means he got that 20 1. He 
tells you afterward, he was preſſing on Sir Fohn Friend to have another 20 l.. Sir 
Fobhn was contented he ſhould have it, if he could get it of Mr. Piggott. Capt. Blair 

produceth a Letter that Sir John Friend writ to him, and excuſeth himſelf, That 
Mr. Blair had not heard from him, but that he would meet him at ſuch a time at 
ſuch a Coffee-Houſe in the Letter the Buſineſs of their Meeting was not expreſ$d :

There 
was another Letter that Sir John ſaid he writ to King James z he ſhewed him this 
Letter at Mr. Piggotr*s Mother*s Houſe, He told Sir 70 it was ſo very well Penn'd, 
he ſuſpeCted it was not Sir 70h Friena*s Penning,but Mr. Fergu/on's : He tells you, That 
thereupon Sir Jobr was very angry, that he ſuſpefted him not to have penn'd that 
Letter. This ſhew'd the Intelligence ; and that this Letter was upon the Inviting 
« King James. He tells you likewiſe, That Sir 70h Fenwick told him that he had. 
' Four Troops ready for that Service; and tells you alſo, he was to be» one to 
ſerve inthis Regiment under Sir John Friend : That Mr.. Ferguſon was to bring in a 
| conſiderable Number of Men tohim ; and all this was to be purin Praftice when the 
Thoulon Fleet came about to join the Breſt Fleet: And likewiſe, when he was with 
him in his Coach, he ſaid they mult aCt very warily, and be good Husbands ; and that 
it had coſt him ſo much Money, that if the Fleet did not come quickly, he ſhould 
want Money to carry on his Trade. Theſe are pofirive Witneſles againſt Sir - 70hz 
Friend, as of his own Knowledge, and moſt of it from his own Moutlf, Sir John 
Friend, he tells you,was a good Proteſtant, and the two Witneſſes Roman Catholicks z 
but this is no Objection againſt their Evidence. It was never. known before, bur 
'that a Roman Catholick may: be a very honeſt Man, and a good Witneſs ; though 
Sir Jobn knows very well, that they are not very good otherwiſe; yet they may be 
allowed to be good Witneſles : For thoſe that were Witneſles againſt them that lately 
died, wereingaped in the ſame Deſign with them, which was to Aflaſſinate the King 3 
and certainly, if any thing could have. taken off their Evidence, it ſhould have been 
that : But that was ſo far from-making them no Witneſſes, that it ſtrengthned their 
Evidence. For though a Roman Catholick may be a very lioneſt Man otherwiſe, 1t is 
more likely for him to ingage in ſuch a Deſign than any other Man; and Sir Fobrt 
Friend might not find enough of other Religions, than that of the Roman Catho- 
lick, for that Deſign ; and ſo it is plain he ingaged with thoſe who were moſt likely 
to ingage in ſuch a Deſign. As to what Mr. Courtney tells you of Capt. Blair's Diſ- 
courſe with him in- Priſon, - he tells you that Diſcourſe did not go ſo far as he pre- 
tends; but Mr. Courtney grafts upon it. Capt. Blair tells you he intruded into his 
Room, when he had given Order, That no one but his Wife ſhould be permitted to 
come in. You have heard the Evidence againſt the Priſoner, and if you believe what 
our Witneſſes have ſaid, Capt. Porter and Capt. Blair, thetr certainly Sir Fohn Friend 
1s Guilty of all the Crimes charged in the Indiftment: And I hope you will be fo 
Juſt to your Prince, to your Country, and to your Friends, as to find: him Guilty

It was-out- of the ſame Summ that he had the- other 201. He writes to Sir hx 
Friend a Letter, and Sir Fob! returns this Anſwer, and that by a Letter under Sir Fobn's 
own Hand, and he knew it to be his own Hand : In the Contents of the Letter are 
that which is remarkable ; the Letter bears Date ſome Tueſday Morning, direttd to 
Capt. Blair; the Letter was delivered at his own Houſe, and this was to meet him on 
Thurſday next, at Jonathan's Coffee- Houſe at the Hour of Twelve. Accordingly Capt. 
Blair comes to Jonathan's Coffee-Houſe, where he doth meet Sir Fohr, and Mr. Har- 
riſon was there, and there he does receive ſome Money : So that now this Letter doth 
not depend for its Proof, barely upon his Hand, but upon the Contents, -and the ſub- 
ſequent Aion thereupon; and this is a great Evidence, becauſe the Letter dire@s 
him to meet at Jonathar?s Coftee-Houſe, and Sir John Friexd does meet with Capt. 
Blair at that Place and Time ; and that there was a Diſcourſe of the Deſign of the 

| French Invaſion. He farther tells you, there was a Diſcourſe between 'him and 
Capt. Blair, How that Sir John did not at all ſcruple his being concerned, but did ac- 
cording to the Tenour of the Diſcourſe paſt, tell him, That he would not ftir till 
ſuch time as the Thoulor Fleet was come about ; thinking that if he-did, there would 
be danger of his being Apprehended: And therefore that he would ſculk about, and 
bid Capt. Blair ſhould do the ſame ; a very great Argument that he continued ſtill of 
the ſame Mind ; for this Diſcourſe related ſtil] to the former Buſineſs, viz. That he 
was to raiſe a Regiment of Horſe, in order to the Reſtauration of King James; and 
it alfo, hath Relation to the French Invaſion, which was expected on the ſame Ac- 
copnt for about Two Years. There was a great Intimacy between this Capt. Blair 
and Sir Fohn Friend, and a great Truſt Sir Johz repoſed in him. And you are told of 
a Letter to King James - Sir Fohz tells him, That he wrote that Letter himſelf. 
. Capt. Blair ſays he read that Letter ; and that it was ſo well penn'd, he believed 
Mr. Ferguſon did pen it: Upon which, Sir 70h» was angry. Then you have, Gentle- 
men, Mr. LZertram called to be a Witneſs, to prove, That Capt. Blair told him he 
wasto be Lieutenant-Colone]; and that before the Diſcovery of this Plot, and the 
Aſſaſſination, That Sir Fohz did intimate ſomething of his Knowledge of it, That he 
heard of ſuch a thing, but did diſlike it; for he thought it would be the Ruine of 
King 7ames*s Buſineſs. So that this, Gentlemen, 'is the Summ and Subſtance of the 
Evidence againſt the Priſoner : © Dn 

But now you are to conſider what Sir Fohz can ſay on Behalf of himſclf. 

Firſt, He makes an Objection againſt the Credit of the Witneſſes ; That they are 
not to be believed upon this Account, becauſe they are known to: be Roman Catho- 
licks. Their Conſciences indeed, as to Oaths, are ſomewhat large, eſpecially when 
they ſwear againſt Proteſtants : And therefore, ſays he, they are not to be allowed 
againſt Proteſtants as Witneſſes ; at leaſt, their Credit is not ſufficient to induce 2 
Jury to believe them. At Firſt he alledgeth, That there is a Statute that diſables them 
from being Witneſfes. There is no ſuch thing, nor is that at all a Diminution of the 
Credit of. their Teſtimony : For, I muſt tel] you, they are Legal Witneſſes : Though 
there are ſeveral Laws to puniſh them as Roman Catholicks; yet no Law that renders 

them Infamous, or Incredible Witneſles, that I know of; for you muſt know, Gen- 
tlemen, that Papiſts are Chriſtians, and they do ſweat by the ſame Evanpeliſts, as 
we do. And for that ObjeCtion, That they look upon us as Hereticks, and may be ab- 
tolved for ſwearing falſly : It hath been well obſerved by the King's Council, they 
would never obtain any Diſpenſation whatſoever, when by their Swearing, they do :

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Papiſt Miſchief,fo they are good Witneſſes 3s fo' their Credit and Competency. But 
then he inſiſts epon'it, that Blair is not to be look'd upon as a” Wirneſs; and he 
relis' you why, Firit, That he had denied he knew any thing of the Plot : The Oc- 
cafion of that was this ; when he was ' in the Gate-houſe, there, was News in the 
Flying Poſt or Poſt-Boy, where it was alledged that Blair had confeſſed all ; and 
that thereupon Blazr d1d ſay he was innocent. You are to conſider the. Weight of 
thar Objection : Sappoſe he had ſaid fo at that JunCture, and did own that he knew 
nothing at that' time; by' a Man's diſqgvning 'of a thing , becauſe he would nor 
confeſs, or truſt! thoſe Men with' his Confeſſion, that therefore he is not to be be- 
lieved when he comes and ſwears it poſitively, that is no Argument. For now 
Blajr is called -to confront him; he rells you he did not- iay he knew nothing, 
of a Plot , but denied being privy to, or being concerned in' the Buſineſs of 
the Aſſaſſination, ſo that he did 'not deoy wholly to be in the Plot, but in the 
Afaſſination. Then for the other Matter: On Friday Night laſt it ſeems this Comnrr-

\ Diſcovery ; ſays he, you are to be a Witneſs to-morrow againſt Sir 7ohn Friend 
at Hicks's Hall, | pray God dirt& you. He ſays, Blair ſeemed to be much troubled, 
that he took notice it was againſt his Conſcience; ard that he and: his Wife ſaid it 
was againſt his Conſcience. Blair denies that poſitively, and ſays he believed he 
came in to catch nim. He farther tells you, that his Deſign was to. keep himſelf 
free from all Company z and that he gave Order that none but” his Wife might 
come to him ; that this his coming in ſurprized him ; that this Man ruſhed in upon 
him without his Conſent ; that: he did never ſay it was againſt his Conſcience. Be- - 
ſides that, you muſt conſider the Nature of the thing, that when a Man is to come 
the next Day to give an Evidence to the Grand Jury, it is not to be thought he 
ſhould be ſo nnwiſe a Man as to tell another, it was to ſwear againſt his Conſcience.

or Deſign the Death of the King, this is not High Treaſon. But if the Purpoſe and 
Deſign be to Depoſe, or Deſtroy the King, and this to be by the means of a War, 
this is High Treaſon; and it 1s an Overt-ACt ; So that, -that ObjeCtion he makes in 
point of Law, is nothing in this Caſe.
